through smut the present season will 
amount to from 10 to 25 per cent, of 
the total crop. 
In some cases 
the 


farmers were not aware of the pres- 
ence of smut in their fields until it 
was shown them. 
Farmers are apt 


to he misled because the smutted 
oat stems 
do not grow to 
full 


height and so the affected heads are 
not readily seen. 


•The farmer can determine the per- 


centage loss through smut by count- 
ing the oat heads on a given area. 
To accomplish this, take an ordinary 
barrel hoop to the oat fleld and throw 
it over the standing grain. 
Then 


count the number of smutted 
and 


normal oat heads within the hoop 
Make several counts and average the 
result.

for, while kilt suits in plaid are pretty 
and suitable, a blouse suit of this 
shape is not adapted to plaid. 
For 


•warmer days galatea, linen, pique, 
seersucker and denim are all suitabla 
and found ready made. 


It should not be forgotten that small 


girls can wear the Russian blouse as 
well as the boys; but, except for rough 
outing wear, the knickerbockers give 
place to the skirts. 
There are two 


ways of making the blouse—one hav- 
ing the back iplain and the front sim- 
ply gathered In the center at the neck 
and the opening at one side or the oth- 
er. This opening Is also made diago- 
nally at the will of the maker, and 
sometimes the garment opens from top 
to bottom diagonally. This is most of- 
ten done In the coat, for the Russian 
coat Is a favorite and Is made of every- 
thing one can imagine, the dark green 
velutlna being one of the richest. 
Leather belts with big harness buckles 
fasten ^hem. 


Some have wide sailor collars added, 


but they do not belong on a Russian 
blouse. 
To make one for a child of, 


gay, G it requires three yards of goods 
36 inches wide. The back is out in one 
piece and Is laid In two box plaits from 
the shoulder to the belt. The lower 
part is left open. 
The front is also 


cut from one wid.th of the goods and 
has the neck and arm sizes hollowed 
out to the right shape,. and then the 
opening is cut down, and a piece is set 
on and turned over and sriteliecl, like 
the Illustration. The coat may open at 
the right or left, as one may wish. 
The seams are then sewed up and the

But these are not so popular among

The sailor 
blouse Is loose and long, and the sur- 
plus length Is gathered up with an 
elastic or, better still, tapes which can 
be tied and so do not come loose. One 
width of double width stuff cuts a 
blouse, and all that Is necessary is to 
shape the shoulders and hem the fronts 
and bottom. When this is clone, there 
can be a binding put at the neck and 
perhaps a row or two of braid as a fin- 
ish. Where a sailor collar and shield 
are to be worn the buttons need not 
show or the front need not be cut all 
the way down. A pocket belongs at 
the left side and is set on. Shields and 
wide collars can be purchased ready 
made and are ^transferable, but the 
wise mother will get a pattern and 
make one of linen and put a sailor knot 
or ribbon at the point, and thnt collar 
can be washed and worn indefinitely. 
Ready made the very cheapest of these 
costs $1.50. 
It Is nothing to make 


them. White duck or pique, with a red 
or blue binding and knot, makes the 
neatest and the most serviceable ones. 


In making the small trousers ama- 


teurs should, be sure that the fronts 
and backs do not get mixed. It is diffi- 
cult to get the pockets in right and 
the fly at the1 front. No amount of ex- 
planation can teach this, tjut a pair of 
pants to look at is a help. Put the 
pockets In, then sew the fly and button- 
hole piece on, then sew up the outside 
of the legs and finally the back parts 
and press each seam as you go, and 
then sew the two lusidcs of the legs all 
In one seam. Hem and sew on the 
stays and buttons.

a rise in temperature, rapid heart ac- 
tion and, possibly, visceral congestion. 
The first meat given, therefore, should 
be prepared in a finely subdivided state, 
such as chopped beef or minced chick- 
en. During convalescence from pro- 
tracted fevers the more~ easily digest- 
ed forms of starchy foods are the most 
useful, especially If there has been 
loss of weight. Sago and
